CHICAGO, June 23.— New threats of violence have 
been made in the Williamson county mine fields within the 
last 24 hours, Dr. F. C. Monnold, secretary of the Illinois 
coal operators’ association, declared today. 
He said pump­ 
men at three mines of the Madison Coal Company had been 
threatened that unless they quit work they would “get the 
same dose we gave the strikebreakers in Herrin.”

WASHINGTON, June 
23.— President Harding was 
represented today as regarding the southern Illinois mine 
disorders as deplorable, while Secretary of Labor Davis in a 
statement issued after communicating with the President de­ 
clared the responsible persons for the outrages should be 
punished to the fullest extent of the law. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.— Declaration that those re­ 
sponsible for the southern Illinois mine disorders should be 
prosecuted to the fullest extent of the law, was made today 
by Secretary of Labor Davis in a statement issued after con­ 
sultation with President Harding. 
The secretary said one of the unfortunate features of 
the disorders, which, he added, the department of labor 
deeply deplored, was that the death of the score or more 
workers accomplished nothing toward settlement of the coal 
strike. 
The coal strike situation and particularly the mine dis­ 
orders in southern Illinois was understood to have largely 
occupied the attention of the cabinet at today’s meeting. 
Secretary of Labor Davis conferred with President Harding 
for some time after the meeting.

HERRIN, 111., June 23.— A recommendation that orders

“Just received a report,” the telegram said in part, 
“that troops are being mobilized for duty at Herrin. Strong­ 
ly advocate that the orders be countermanded immediately 
Don’t expect further trouble here. 
Sending troops into this 
town would be a great mistake and might lead to serious 
trouble.”

BELIEVES CRISIS OVER. 
WAUKEGAN, 111., June 23.— Both Colonel Hunter of 
the adjutant general’s staff and Sheriff Melvin Thaxton to­ 
day wired Governor Small that there was no need for troops 
in the Williamson county mine troubles at this time.

INVESTIGATION BEGINS. 
CHICAGO, June 23.— Attorney General Edward J. Brun- 
dage stated that Assistant Attorney General Rodenburg and 
one other respresentative left Springfield for Herrin this 
morning to make an investigation of the riot there which 
*hey will report to him. 
Mr. Brundage made this statement in confirmation of 
a confidental report received this afternoon from Spring­ 
field. 
“The attorney general’s department has no authority to 
prevent riots,” said Mr. Brundage, “ but it has authority to 
punish rioters. 
Such action is open to us as we took in the 
rase of the riots at East St. Louis when we made an inves­ 
tigation which resulted in the indictment and conviction of 
ring leaders.” 
Mr. Brundage said he was unable to give further par­ 
ticulars about the activities of his office at this time.

LONDON, June 23.—The assassi­ 
nation of Field Marshall Sir Henry 
Hughes Wilson has stirred Ireland 
to the depths.

While the actual murderers were 
taken red-handed, a strenuous hunt 
for possible instigators of the crime 
is being conducted 
and 
detectives 
last night raided known haunts of 
Sinn Feiners in London. 
In connection with the reports of 
a Sinn Fein plot, the statem ent is 
made that certain houses, including 
the Wilson residence, have been mys­ 
teriously marked recently and the 
home of Lord Carson in Eaton Place 
was guarded by armed police last 
night. 
Field Marshal Wilson, it is learn 
ed, had received threatening letters 
for some time from anonymous and 
other sources, but paid no heed to 
them. 
The question of arming the police 
with automat e pistols is being con­ 
sidered by the government and Scot­ 
land Yard in view of the tragedy. 
It is taken for granted that Sir 
Henry will be given a great public 
funeral, with the military honors. 
The likelihood is suggested of burial 
in St. Paul’s, the resting place of 
many of Britain’s most noted war­ 
riors, Including the Duke of Welling­ 
ton and Admiral Nelson. 
The London newspapers without 
exception express regret over the as­ 
sassination. 
The two men arrested for the ac 
tual commmission of the crime, Con 
nolly and O’Brien, the agency says, 
are both former soldiers who have 
been living at Croydon, a London 
suburb. One was employed for some 
time as night watchman in the gov­ 
ernment offices in W hite Hall obtain 
ing his position because of his army 
record.

HERRIN, 111., June 23.—This typi­ 
cal coal mining town is approximat­ 
ely IOO miles southeast of St. Louis. 
It’s population lacks just a few* per­ 
sons of being 11,000 the exact num­ 
ber, according to the latest popula­ 
tion estimates being 10,986. 
It is 
estimated that easily nine-tenths of 
these people are miners or are di­ 
rectly or indirectly connected with 
the coal mining industry* 
Foreigners, notably Italians, com­ 
prise It is said, more than one third 
of the population of the 
county. 
Many of the foreigners are naturaliz­ 
ed. 
Three railroads run into 
tne 
city .the Chicago, Burlington 
and 
Quincy, the Illinois Central, and the 
Missouri Pacific. 
Marion, just 12 miles distant 
Is 
the county seat, and has a popula­ 
tion of 9,582. 
It Is the largest city 
near the scene of the killing.

Tillage 


Cuticura Talcum 
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Tillage is the main task of the suc­ 
cessful gardener at this stage of the 
season and the amount of work de­ 
voted to stirring the soil 
and 
de­ 
stroying the w’eeds will measure the 
productivity of the vegetables. 
At 
this time the advantage of a wheel 
hoe will be appreciated, and for gard 
eners who have vegetable plantings 
of any extent, this handy tool is al­ 
most a necessity. The work is about 
one-tbird that of hoeing by hand and 
it is done even more effeciently 
by 
the wheel hoe than by the old-fash­ 
ioned hand tool. 
Wheel hoes run so easily that 
a 
woman can keep a garden in a fine 
state of cultivation with only a little 
effort. 
The wheel hoes have a num­ 
ber of attachments for various pur­ 
poses, small rake teeth serving 
to 
keep the soil stirred after the weeds 
have been cut dow n by the hoe blade 
attachments. 
In hand hoes there are a number 
of new devices, all of which are es­ 
pecially useful for small gardens. Cul­ 
tivator teeth, rake teeth on the back 
of the blade, triangle-shaped hoes for 
making rows 
.others with narrow 
blades to go between 
narrow 
rows 
are some of the designs which will be 


found useful in keeping the garden in 
shape. 
Once the weeds have been destroy- ’ 
ed and right now is when they flour­ 
ish in greatest luxuriance, it is 
a 
simple task to run over the garden 
with a wheel hoe and keep the soil 
stirred. 


Nasturtiums 


No flower garden is quite complete 
without a good supply ot the spicy 
nasturtiums to cut for great bowis 
of scarlet and flame colors during the 
summer months when they revel in 
the warm sunshine. 
They are a hot 
weather plant and there need be no 
hurry in getting the seed into the 
ground while it is still cold. A fros­ 
ty night plays havoc with young nas­ 
turtiums. The middle of June is still 
time to plant the dwarf varieties for 
beds and borders. 
The nasturtium Is not very parti­ 
cular as to soil; in fact more bloom 
is like if it isn’t too richly fertilized 
this encouraging a heavy growth of 
leaves which hide the 
flowers 
by 
their luxuriance. 
For clambering over fences with a 
little assistance the climbing variet­ 
ies, which are really 
ramblers, 
as 
they have no means of climbing ex­ 
cept by leaning, having either ten­ 
drils, twinning stems, nor rootlets, 
are a remarkably 
effective 
plant, 
furnishing both foliage and a gener­ 
ous supply of long-stemmed flowers 
w'hich are always welcome for bou­ 
quets. 
The characteristic spicy fragrance 
of the nasturium is always welcome 
and the young seeds for salads or to 
be bottled in vinegar to be used as 
capers are much esteemed. 
Give the 
dwarf nasturtiums at 
least ten inches of room each way in 
which to 
develop. 
An 
individual 
plant with good soil and 
a 
reason­ 
able supply of moisture 
will 
easily 
make a little bush ten inches in dia­ 
meter.

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BANK ROBBING UNDER LAW.

Illinois bankers, 
holding their annual 
convention in St. Louis, would be much 
obliged if somebody would tell them how | 
to keep convicted bank robbers from coh- 
tinuing to rob by indulgence of the courts. 
They have their hands full fighting off and 
trying to capture the robbers without the 
cooperation of the courts. 
The bankers’ organization, through its 
protective department, strives to get the 
robbers behind the bars and keep them 
there, but without much success. Through 


French premier, according to Mr. James, is 
not at all worried over the possibility that 
a great Bolshevik host will be turned loose 
upon Europe if Trotzky gives the word. In 
the first place, he does not believe that the 
Bolshevik! possess such a host, and in the 
second place he thinks that whatever army 
they have is needed in Russia and must be 
kept there. 
M. Poincare may be right as to this and 
yet at the same time be wrong. The mili­ 
tary menace of Russia at the present mo­ 
ment has doubtless been exaggerated by 
those who have improved upon what Lloyd 
George has said upon his subject; but M. 
Poincare is hardly the man to ridicule the 
warning of the British premier which, 
rightfully considered, applies not so much 
to the present as to the future. 
“It is the 
business of statesmen to look ahead,’’ Lloyd 
George said the other day; and he has 
been looking ahead to the time when, if 
nothing is done to prevent it, the rest of Eu­ 
rope will be faced by the spectacle of a 
German-Russian alliance. 
Russia may be now as impotent as Pre­ 
mier Poincare says that she is. 
But Ger­ 
many is also impotent at the present time; 
and yet few Frenchmen are more eloquent 
upon the subject of the German meance 
than Premier Poincare. If Lloyd George’s 
warning is absurd, Poincare’s is absurd 
also. The French premier had better leave 


delays, through insufficient 
bonds and 
through abuse of the parole, most of the 
robbers w ho should be nicely tucked away 
in jail or prison are free to continue prac­ 
ticing their profession. 
The writ of supersedeas is a particularly 
handy little legal device for freeing robbers 
from a wholesome restraint.

The bankers do not ask much. Only that 
convicted robbers be kept locked up pend­ 
ing application for review' of their cases 
and after they have been sent to the peni­ 
tentiary. If the bankers' demands, as for­ 
mulated in the report of their Protective 
Committee, were granted, it would be bet­ 
ter for all concerned, better for the bank­ 
ers, better for the public and better for the 
robbers, who would be safe from injury in

Bakhmeteff by Senator Borah, and the lat- 
ter can and doubtless will claim a victory. 
He contended that Bakhmeteff should not 
^ continue to be regarded as Russian ambas­ 
sador to the United States and to this con- 
~ tention the state department now' yields. 
Mr. Bakhmeteff was the accredited rep- 
- resentative in the United States of the Ker- 
ensgy government. That government went 
....out of existence some five years ago, and 
t since that time 
Bakhmeteff has been 
an ambassador without a country. That he 
should continue to maintain his ambassa­ 
d o r status at Washington has long schem­ 
ed to a great many people more than a lit­ 
tle absurd, but the matter did not seem to 
be of great importance to anybody until 
Mr. Borah took it up. 
The latter would 
have had more support than he actually re­ 
ceived from the public but for the general 
suspicion, amounting to a certainty, that his 
anti-Bakhmeteff crusade was really only 
a phase of an effort to bring about formal 
recognition of the soviet regime in Russia. 
Yet, though the public took little interest in 
the affair, Mr. Borah's argument so far as 
it applied to Bakhm eteffs ambassadorial 
status was so evidently sound that there 
was never much doubt that sooner or later 
the state department would have to yield 
the point.
